THE MINISTERS SHARPLY CRITICISE THE 
FACULTY FOR INVITING HIM, 


The Pastor of the Non-Sectarian Church“ 
Gives Expression to Sentiments That 
Are Not Generally Approved—St. Louis 
Ministers Speak Their Minds Freely on 


The baccalaureate sermon delivered by Rev, 
R. Cave of the Non-sectarian Church of 
this city before the graduating class of the 
Missouri State University at Columbia yes- 
terday has created something of a 
furor, and criticisms are being heaped 
right and left on the heads of the college 
faculty by the strictly orthodox Christians 
for wanting Dr. Cave to deliver the sermon. 
There ts in fact a prospect of a very animated

Dr. Cave then delivered one. of 
characteristic sermons in which he 
virtually denied the divinity of 
Christ and the inspiration of the scriptures. 
He advised that reason and conscience should 
be the guiders of men and throughout spoke 
in a strain and gave utterance to ideas that 
were hew and startling toa majority of his 
auditors. There was considerable comment 
on the sermon and some were so severe 
as to suggest that the faculty would 
do weil to extend the innovation it had made 
by having Bob Ingersoll deliver the next 
baccalaureate sermon. This suggestion was, 
of course, prompted by a feeling of sarcasm, 

ST. LOUIS MINISTERS AROUSED. 

Dr. Cave’s sermon before the students of 
the State University was the subject of much 
comment at the ministers’ meeting to-day, 
and the management of that institution came 
im for some severe criticism.

Mr. J. A. Perkins, Sheriff of Shelby County, 
fenn., of which county Memphis is the capl- 
tal seat, arrived in st. Louis this morning, 
and delivered to Ohief Harrigan at the Four 


Courts credentials, on the strength of which 


he demanded the person of William O. Lips: 
comb, To-night he will leave with his pris- 
oner for home, 

Lipscomb ts the suave telegraph operator 
arrested by Detectives Viehle and Zieg- 
ler at the Western Union of- 
fice Saturday afternoon. To-day Sheriff 
Perkins exhibited an indictment returned 
by the Shelby County Grand-jury charging 
him with bigamy. The story of the offense, 
together with the prisoner’s statement ad- 
mitting his guilt, was told in yesterday's 
Posr-Disraron. In 1889 Lipscomb eloped 
with and married lj-year-old Loretta 
Kennedy at whose mother’s house in 
New Orleans he had boarded about three 
months. A year later the two seperated 
after living in New Orleans, Chicago and 


Bavannah. Sixteen months ago Lipscomb } 


went to Memphis and met Miss Eda Saupe, a 
20-year-old girl of excellent address. 
Early in May the two were 
married at the residence of the 
girl’s uncle in Memphis. They lived to- 
gether three days at Greenville, Miss., 
where Lipscomb was employed as manager 
of the Western Union Telegraph office. The 
girl’s brother at Memphis then learned of the 
former marriage and took his sister 
away. Lipscomb fied Greenville, leaving his 
accounts, soitisalleged,in bad shape. He 
had been employed in the office of the West- 
ern Union at St. Louis for two weeks when 
detected. 

Sherif Perkins says public indignation 
against the prisoner is at fever heat in Mem- 
phis. Miss Saupe and the members of her 
family are so well known and well liked that 
the story of the deception aroused a feeling 
of an intense nature. He also says that Miss 
Saupe, now fully satisfied of the perfidy of 
her deceiver, will assist her brothers and 
uncle in prosecuting Lipscomb tothe extent of 
avery severe law. The Saupe family secured 
the indictment against Lipscomb and will 
push the case tothe bitterend. The prison- 
er’s legal wife, nee Miss Kennedy, who is 
now with her mother, at 188 Julia street, New 
Orleans, will also take an active part 

the prosecution on account of the 
alleged slanderous stories affecting her repu- 
tation for both virtue and honesty, which her 
husband has so assiduously circulated. Lips- 
comb to-day announced that he would goto 
Memphis without waiting for requisition pa- 
pers. He made a strong appeal to Sheriff 
Perkins to go uncuffed, but the careful officef 
refused to comply with this request, prefer- 
ring to take no chances. 


Annie Baker Convicted. 


Circuit Attorney Clover this morning re- 
ceived a communication from his assistant, 
Mr. Orrick O. Bishop, to the effect that on 
Saturday last the jury before which the case 
against Annie Baker was tried at Union, 
Franklin County, had found the defendant 
guilty and had assessed her punishment at 
imprisonment in the penitentiary for a term 
of five years.

A TOUCHING CABE, 


The Remains of a Child Held for Lack of 

Funds to Bury Theni. 
In a small, bare, carpetless rear room on 
the second floor of No. 819 Walnut street there 
lies, for lack of funds to give him burial, the 
cold, lifeless body of a little 7-year-old boy. 
A small pine coffin of the plainest 
and cheapest kind, painted white, 
encases the remains. Tommy Lipps is 
the child’s name, and the story is a sad 
one. His mother is a widow and has been 
for six years past. She had been left witha 
brood of little ones to provide for, none of 
them being old enough to be of any assistance 
to her. The mother supported them by doing 
washing. Deaths have occurred in her flock 
before, and only two years ago site lost two 
twins together, but she has always managed 
to bury the children without outside assist - 
ance, This death, however, came at a very 
unfavorable time. A week ago last 
Saturday little Tommy and some other 
children were playingin a wagon outside ax 
livery stable on Ninth and Walnut 
streets, and in some manner he fell out and 
was hurt. Tommy staggered home, and 
next day complained of being sick, and his 
mother took him to the City Dispensary. 
There was a bump on his forehead where the 
little fellow had fallen, but the physician ex- 
amined his throat, which was swollen. He 
sus pected it was a case of diphtheria, which 
had not, as yet, developed. Telling the 
mother to bring the boy around 
again the next day, the doctor dismissed 
them. Monday and Tuesday, however, the 
mother claims that owing to the rain and 
other causes she could not take her cnild to 
the dispensary, and Wednesday morning he 
was so bad that she sent him to the Oity 
Hospital, where he died early Friday morn- 
ing of diphtheria, according to the hospital 
physicians, but the mother insists that it was 
the fall which caused the boy’s death. There 
was not a penny inthe house with which to 
bury the little fellow, but the mother 
did not want to have him fil 
a  pauper’s grave, 80 she had 
his body brought home. Mrs. Lipps aso 
feared that ifthe remains were left at the 
hospital, they would be taken to some med- 
ical college and be cut up as a subject. She 
could not bear the idea of her child’s body 
being subjected to this, and the mother en- 
deavored to raise enough money among her 
heighbors to bury him. She collected $15 
Friday and Saturday out of the $22 which the 
funeral will cost. She had the little fellow 
embalmed and laid out and 
hoped to get enough more 
yesterday to bury him this morning. The 
unfortunate woman is subject to epilepsy, 
however, and yésterday was taken down and 
could not venture out in the street, She did 
not go out to-day either, but hopes to secure 
the needed money by to-morrow. In the 
meantime the little fellow’s body lays in the 
coffin’and there it will continue to remain un- 
tu the mother can collect ‘enough to pay the 
funeral charges.

Postmaster Harlow suspended three letter 
carriers to · day for attempted violation of the 
postal regulations and referred their cases to 
the Department for action. ;

Kelly and Samuel H, Morton. The trouble 

grows out ofan effort on the part of some of 


the carriers to get up an excursion to raise 


money for their association, a thing 
which is forbidden by the regulations. 
Nothing was said to the Postmaster about it, 
but on the 8d of May he saw an announee- 
ment in the papers that two weeks later an 
excursion would be given forthe benefit of 
the Letter Carriers’ Benevolent Asso- 
clation, the reason for it being 
that the treasury was depleted and the 
— y Cid needed. This was followed by a 
card some ofthe carriers, stating that 
the association had $2,000 in the treasury 
and that was enough to meet all the calls 
upon it. Theexcursion was not given be- 
cause of a quarrel which arose over 
the dis of the money real- 
ized, ere is a national association 
of letter carriers and alsa a seprate local 
association. The members of the former 
were the ones who gotup the excursion as- 
sisted by the latter and when the question 
Was raised whether the profits should be 
turned into the national or local treasury a 
row resulted which led tofthe abandonment of 
the excursion. But it didnot end there. 
Maj, Harlow began to inquire into it. 

FORBIDDEN BY POSTAL REGULATIONS, 
Some years ago it was a custom among the 
letter-carriers to hand into houses printed 
addresses, a poem generally, on Christmas 
or New Year’s Day, to remind the people that 
carriers worked on Christmas while others 
played, and a little recognition of their 
services would not offend them. The custom 
was general throughout the country and had 
been in exist ehce ever since the carrier serv- 
ice had been established, but the department 
came to the conclusion that such a custom 
amounted simply to levyinga tax,since many 
people would give because they were afraid a 
refusal would result in delayed deliveries of 
thelr mail, and others gave because they 
thought the gift would be the means of hur- 
rying up their letters, so the following para- 
graph was added to sec. 641 of the postal reg: 
ulations: 


They (the carriers) are also forbidden to solicit, in 
person orthrough others, contributions of money, 
gifts or sents; to issue addresses, compliment- 

nts, ublications or any substi- 

inten calculated to in- 
dace public to make them presents or 
giftsr to sell tickets on their routes to theaters, con- 
certs, balls, fairs, nics, excursions, or places of 
amusement or entertainment of any kind; to bor- 
row money on their routes or to contract debts which 
+f have no reasonable prospects of being able to 


SUSPENDED PENDING INVESTIGATION. 

Maj. Harlow found that the three carriers 
mentioned were the leaders in the excursion 
scheme, and that while notickets had been 
sold preparations had been made for their 
sale. And then, too, the carriers had been 
rather independent of the post-office authori- 
ties. When it was suggested that Maj, 
Harlow might not permit the excursion 
there were some who were inclined to say 
that it didn’t make any difference whether 
he did or not. A decided spirit of insubordi- 
nation was manifested, and Maj. Harlow 
concluded to refer the matter to Washington. 
The First Assistant Postmaster-General re- 
plied asking that the case be investigated, 
and it was placed in the hands of 
Special Examiner Brown, who received from 
Day, Kelly and Morton affidavits to the effect 
that they had gotten up the excursion and 
intended to raise funds by the sale of tickets. 
The papers were sent on to Washington and 
in accordance with the custom in cases where 
Government employes are under investiga- 
tion for violations or attempted violations of 
the regulations these three were suspended.

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IRON AND STEEL MEN. 


THE AMALGAMATED ASSOCIATION TO 
ARRANGE A NEW SCALE OF WAGES, 


What the Men Will Demand—Condition of 
the Trade—Threatened Strike of Iili- 
nois Coal Miners—General Labor 


News, - 


PiTranure, Pa., June 1.—The annual con- 
vention of the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron and Steel Workers will open in this city 
to-morrow and will remain in session at least 
two weeks. The Wage Committee has been 
in session for three days preparing a scale for 
presentation to the convention, and from the 
press made it is safe to say there will be no 
change in the price of making iron. The 
committee has decided to fix the rate for 
puddling at 8.80 per ton on a 2 cent card 
and 70 cents for heating and rolling 
in bar mills. The price for 
catching in dar mills was placed 
at five-eighths the products. These prices 
are the same as ruled during the year now 
closing, This agreement is an important one 
and foreshadows what may be expected from 
the convention. This body, of course, do not 
adeept the report of the scale committee and 
may try to increase the rate. That it wifi be 
successful is regarded as out of the question. 
It will require a two-thirds majority 
to change the dase of the scale, 
viz.: $5.50 per ton on the pries 
of bar iron on a two-cent card rate. There 
will be about 325 delegates in the convention 
and it is regarded as out of the question that 
200 will be found to oppose the verdict of the 
scale committee, which is composed of At- 
teen men, especially selected fortheir judg- 
ment and ability to pass on this very import - 
ant phase of the yearly deliberations. 

To-day the committee teok up the guide 
mill scale, The rates in this class depend on 
those fixed in the bar-mill, and so no change 
will be made. The roughers and catchers are 
again agitating the question as to the pro- 
portion of the product they should receive, 
They now get 2 per cent of the earnings and 
want 80. It ts not likely the committee will 
agree to this, 

The Committee on the Steel Seale is also 
preparing its report. There isa feel- 
ing among steel workers for a sliding scale 
similar to those in vogue at South Chicago, 
Joliet and Homestead, and as there is a cor ; 
responding desire among manufacturers it is 
thought some such general plan will be sub- 
mitted, While the homestead scale oa 
every three years the South Chicago scale is 
terminable only on six months’ notice from 
either side,

AMENDING THE CHARTER. 

The charter amendment to be adopted or: 
rejected by the voters of St. Louis at a spe- 
cial election Tuesday, June 9, should re- 
ceive the consideration its importance der 
serves and call out an intelligent vote from 
every tax-payer in the city. ; 

It proposes a sinking-fund arrangement, 
for which the claim is made that it will 
pay off the present bonded debt of 


the city in thirty-seven years, without in- | 


creasing the tax now levied for the pa- 
ment of interest. The time has come 
when this tax yields more than is required 
for the payment of interest, and when, by 
a charter amendment continuing the rate 
and appropriating the excess to the crea- 
tion of a sinking fund for redemption pur- 
poses, the extinction of the debt will be 
amply provided for in the easiest possible 
manner, with a large saving to the people 
and greatly to the advantage of the city’s 
creslit. 

The further argument for it is that, with- 
out this amendment, the reduction of the 
amount raised on account of debt and in- 
terest will be balanced by increased ap- 
propriations for other purposes, and the 
people will still haveto pay as much as 
ever without securing thereby any present 
or prospective reduction of their public 
debt burden. f 

It satisfied from an inspection of the pro- 
visions of the proposed amendment that it 
will come up to the Comptroller’s expecta- 
tions, the business men and the tax-payers 
should certainly manifest enough publio 
spirit to pay him the compliment of voting 
for it. As the Municipal Assembly has in- 
dorsed it, there will be no organized oppo- 
sition. Butitsadoption by a slim vote 
will be an unwelcome indication that only 
a small proportion of our voters take 
enough interest in the city’s financial af- 
fairs to care how the most important fiscal 
questions submitted to them are decided.

The reverend editor then stated further 
that a conflict of jurisdiction between the 
German and American priesthood had oc- 
curred in st. Louis about ten years ago, 
wherein a peculiar complication had arisen 
owing to the marriage of an American couple 
by a German priest and of a German couple 
by an American priest, both of the priests 
having charge of the same parish, and that 
the Papal decision in the case, adverse to 
the German Catholics, had caused the forma- 
tion of the German Priests’ Society of St. Louis, 
to which the authorship of the ‘‘Lucerne 
Petition’’ is now attributed by Father Phelan, 
These statements also are denied by the Very 
Rev. Father Muehlsiepen as being untrue. 

REV. MUEHLSIEPEN TALKS. 

The Deutsche-Amerikanischen Priester- 
verein, of which Iam the head, was organ- 
ized only four years ago, said Father Muehl- 
slepen, and the sole and only cause for its 
organization was to provide for, arrange 
and properly conduct the annual German 
Catholic Congress, which itself originated 
also first four years ago, the first congress 
being held in Chicago and the fourth last 
spring in Pittsburg. There has never 
been any element of secrecy in 
the meetings of this society, and 
surely if such a paper had 
originated in its membership or at its coun- 
cils the fact would have been generally 
known. Many bishops and abbots have 
taken partin our meetings, and, while the 
meetings are, of course confined exclusively 
to the clergy,they are openito the clergy of all 
nationalities. The priests’ society in reality 
succeeded and took the place of the Central 
Verein of German Catholic Laymen, and its 
Central Committee has no other business but 
that ofattendingtothe detail of the annual 
congress. 

‘*‘Surely I am right in characterizing the 
statement made by Father Phelan as untrue, 
when I can say that I know nothing of the 
‘Lucerne petition’ beyond what I have read 
in the papers, that there has never been any 
discussion of sucha movement among the 
German Catholic clergy of the United States, 
and that there surely has been no corres- 
pondence whatever with the Zurich Catholics, 
with Cahensly, or with any one else, as to the 
preparation or presentation of such a peti- 
tion or of any otner. 

„1 should say also that Father Phelan is 
mistaken as to the conflict of jurisdiction be- 
tween German and American priests causing 
the organization of the German Priests’ So- 
ciety. Lrememberno such incident as that 
he quotes, where the marriage of an Ameri- 
can couple by a German priest was declared 
invalid, while that ofa German couple by an 
American priest was pronounced valid.

THINKS IT IS MISUNDERSTOOD. 

‘*I cannot believe, anyway, that the paper 
known as the Lucerne petition has been cor- 
rectly reported to this country, as some 
features of it are absurd. I don't think that 
it has been asked that a pro rata appoint- 
ment of: bishops be made according. to the 
number of each nationality, nor that the pe- 
tition provides for the permanent teaching of 
the immigrant nationalities after the man- 
ner of their mother country. But I approve 
most strongly of the plan of having priests of 
the same nationality accompany immigrants 
into this country and caring for their spir- 
itual welfare after their arrival here. I think 
that idea originated owing to the complaints 
sent back to the old country by immigrants 
that when they settled in the United States | 
they found themselves almost cut off from 
their religion and their religious duties, ow- 
ing to their ignorance of the manners and 
customs of the people amongst whom they 
had settled.
